E. M. (Ted) Campbell, Poultry 
with the Animal 
Industry Branch, Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture, com- 
mends the attention of Saskatche- 
wan poultrymen to a recent item 
from the Canada Department of 
Agriculture regarding the agricul- 
tural outlook in 1959.

Mr, Campbell] continued: “Eggs 
in storage up to February 1, 1959, 
for Canada, stood at 162,000 cases, 
compared to 115,000 .cases in stor- 
age at the same period in 1958. — 
Dressed poultry in storage stood 
at 44,632,000 pounds compared. to 
32,995,000 pounds for. 1958, a 
slight increase.”

Hugh Crom- 
bie, the vice-president of the Pro- 
duced-in-Canada Association, puts 
it more politely when he urges us 
to “Buy Canadian” and defeat 
unemployment. 

Mr. Crombie says if Canadians 
buy more of their own products, 
more employment will be available 
‘for more people. 


Today: it is common for us to 
express preference for an import- 
ed article over a similar one made 
or grown in Canada, he says. “It 
is often done unthinkingly, but 
each time it happens, it is the 
same as taking work away from 
some Canadian,” 


Mr. Crombie really puts the 
finger on us when he says: “It is 
to our womenfolk who have‘ the 
spending of some 85 percent of our 
Canadian ‘earned dollars, that I 
am making this appeal.” 


“If they will keep ‘in mind the 
slogan “Buy Canadian” whenever 
and wherever possible, they will 
be creating and ensuring employ- 
ment for all Canadians; they will]. 
be helping to make Canada pros-| 
perous.’ 

The “Buy Canadian” practise, 
he describes, as the most effective 
and also the most inexpensive way 
of reducing unemployment. 


When Canadians buy foreign-|_ 
made goods they are sending the 
money out of the country instead 
of back into circulation: here to 
pay other wages which in turn 
will be used’ to buy other goods 
and services. “Thus the _ circle 
grows.” ; 

Personally I agree with: Mr. 
Crombie but I would like to add 
one protest'on behalf of we wom- 
en. How can we avoid foreign- 
made goods when they are not 
identified as such? If foreign-made 
goods were labelled as to origin 
then consumers would have a bet- 
ter chance of heeding Mr. Crom- 
bie’ s advice,

Legislature 
In Session 


By Ken Mason 


Edmonton, Alta., March 6 — 
Anyone struggling under a heavy 
accumulation of personal debts 
may find a more convenient 
way of paying them off under a 
bill introduced in the Legisla- 
ture last week. 

Premier Manning introduced 
the bill, which would permit a 
debtor to apply to a judge of the 
district court to have his debts 
consolidated. 

When a consolidation order is 
in effect, the debtor would pay 
his money into the court and ‘tthe 
court would distribtute it among 
all the creditors on a pro rata 
basis. 

A main feature of the scheme 
is that once a consolidation ord- 
er is in effect, no creditor could 
slap a garnishee on the debtor 
and freeze other creditors out of 
the picture, 

The bill has been given first 
Treading but hasn’t yet been dis- 
cussed at length. 


The budget debate ended in 
the House last week, clearing 
the way for the House to go into 
committee of the whole assem- 
bly for detailed study of the de- 
partmental estimates. 

Opposition forces continued to |: 
concentrate their attack on the 
forecast deficit of $48,000,000 
and seemed to be resigned to the 
fact that was about all they had 
to criticize. 

Government members gleeful- 
ly pointed out that Liberals and 
Conservative in: the past had ad- 
vocated deficit spending as a 
means of getting things done 
now, when the government has 
decided to dip into its reservés 
the Opposition is critical. 

In the midst of all the talk, a 
significant note crept into the 
debate last week. 

.Libedals Hugh John MacDon- 
ald of Calgary and J. Harper 
Prowse of Edmonton warned 
that a continued increase in gov- 
ernment spending is paving the 
way for introduction of a sales 
tax. 

And they drew an agreement 
in part from Provincial Treasur- 
er Ted Hinman, the man who 
brought the deficit budget into 
the House. and forecast record 
spending of $309,000,000. 

Mr. Hinman, closing the bud- 
get debate, said if any new pro- 
vincial tax is introduced it will 
be the fault of the province’s 
municipalities. 

The treasurer said that if muni- 
cipalities keep on demanding 
higher provincial grants, ‘the 
province will inevitably be forc- 
ed to find a new tax.” 

Mr. Hinman and the Opposi- 
tion. spokesman seem to be in 
complete agreement on the one 
point that a government’s spend- 
ing is controlled by the amount 
of revenue it’ receives. If the 
people want more services and 
bigger grants, they'll have to pay 
for them. 

But at the same time Mr. Hin- 
man defended the government’s 
decision to, dip into‘its healthy 
reserves to finance this year’s 
forecast deficit. He said 'the re- 
serves were set aside against the 
day when they were needed, and 
the government feels they are 
needed now. 

However, he did inject one 
note of optimism. If economic 
recovery is good in the coming 
year, provincial revenues may 
regain their buoyancy and if 
this happens the province could 
end the fiscal year with a sur- 
plus instead of a deficit. 

The inevitable motion of non- 
confidence was introduced into 
the budget debate last week, but 
the Social Credit majority made 
short work of it and defeated it 
by a vote of 34 to 20. 

Mr.’ Prowse introduced the mo- 
‘tion, which would have put the 
House on record opposing defi- 
cit financing as “unnecessary and 
to be deplo:

| Bright—clean copper bottomed 


|CLEANING TIPS: 


No matter how well you clean 
your house each week—no mat- 
ter how shining. and- spotless 
everything appears to others, if 
you have a spark of Dutch in- 
stinct within you, spring days 
which are not too far away turn 
your thoughts to spring cleaning. 
Here a few tips which may help 
in your .everyday work or in 
your start of spring cleaning. 

1. To Keep Aluminum Pans 
Bright—avoid soaking aluminum 
utensils for long periods of time, 
as the minerals in the water will 
darken the pan. To bring back 
the brightness boil two teaspoons 
of cream of tartar and one quart 
of water in the pan. Another 
method is 'to cook acids such as 
rhubarb, tomatoes or apples. The 
foods -are not affected. Always 
dry the pans well before storing. 

2. To Season New Cast Iron 
Pans—scour, wash, rinse and 
dry. Brush inside with salad oil 
or melted shortening. Place in an 
oven at 275’ -F., and leave 4-5 
hourse. Brush once or twice with 
oil during the seasoning process. 
Cool and wipe with absorbent 
paper towelling. 

3. To Keep Brass Shiny—clean 
with a brass cleaner and apply 
clear lacquer to prevent tarnish- 
‘ing. 

4. To Keep Copper Utensils 


utensils with a speceial paste or 
liquid. If this isn’t available, rub 
a-cloth dipped in vinegar and 
then in salt. Rinse and dry. thor- 
oughly. 

To save cleaning, apply a wat 
of liquid copper protection which 
is available in most department 
stores. This coating will last 
about.a month or a month and 
a half. Utensils used on high 
heat (e.g. frying pans) will be 
better protected ‘with two wats. 
Brush ornaments with clear lac- 
quer to help prevent copper from 
tarnishing. 

5. To Remove Badly Burned 
Foods—on your glass utensils, 
soak in one quart of hot water 
and: 2 tablespoons household 
ammonia or baking soda. Adding 
a little vinegar to the water will 
brighten your glassware.

A Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 to 
limit the operation of Trucks, trailers and traction engines 
on all public roads, highways, streets, and lanes in the 
Municipal District.of Wainwright No. 61. 


Under the Provisions of the Municipal Districts Act 1954 
the control of all public roads, highways, streets and lanes 
within the said Municipal District is vested in the Municipal 
District of Wainwright No. 61 and there is a duty on, the 
Municipal District to repair the said -roads. 


Under the Provisions of the Public Services Vehicles 

Act the Council may prohibit the use of any district road, 
local road, or portion thereof by any truck trailer, or traction 
engine and the said Public Services Vehicles Act and the 

. Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control as 


The Council of the Municipal District of Wainwright 
No. 61 enacts as follows: The term “truck” shall include 
all trucks with a rated capacity of one ton or more and the 
shall include traction engines operated on 
wheels. and also such motor vehicles as run on tracts. 


No person shall operate any truck, trailer, or tractor on 
any district road, local road or portion thereof without per- 
mission of the Councillor in the division in which the ve-' 
hicle is operating during any rain storm or during a rainy 
season or at any time when the said vehicle breaks through 
the surface of the roadway or causes rutting or breaks chunks 
of road materials:from the road bed. 


Any person or persons who are found guilty of a breach 

_of this Bylaw shall be guilty of’an offence, and liable on 

“summary conviction for a first offence to a penalty of not 

more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars and costs, for a second 

offence, to a penalty of not more than Fifty ($50.00) dollars 

and costs, for a third or subsequent offence to a penalty of 
not more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars and costs.

At a series of meétings held in 
northern Saskatchewan recently, 
commercial fishermen welcomed 
the recent announcement by Prem- 
ier T. C. Douglas. that operations 
of the Saskatchewan Fish Market- 
ing Service would be transferred 
from Crown Corporation to, co-op- 
erative management, 

Last November, the Premier dis- 
closed plans for a _ co-operative 
structure that would put control 
of. both the Saskatchewan Fish 
Marketing Service and Govern- 
ment Trading’ Stores in the hands 
of co-operative members. Legisla- 
‘tion enabling the two Crown Cor- 
poration divisions to operate as 
co-operatives will be introduced 
during the: current sitting of the 
Saskatchewan Legislature. f 

-The meetings with fishermen 
were. held at Wollaston’ Lake, 
Lake, Deschambault 
Pelican Narrows, Amisk 


Lake, Pinehouse Lake and Lac la 
Ronge formed co-operatives, while 
the fishermen on the other lakes 
have had their own local co-opera- 
tives for some time now. 

. Representing the Saskatchewan 
Fish Marketing’ Service at the 
meetings, Manager D. F. Corney 
said the fishermen present were 


“enthusiastically receptive” to the}. 


idea. of managing their own in- 
dustry through co-operatives. 

He said they backed up their 
support of the idea by setting 
aside nearly $50,000 in share capi- 
tal. The shares would be used to 
help bring them into an overall 
co-operative setup for fishermen, 
Mr. Corney stated.

As broadcasters we do oc- 
eassionally find ourselves in dif- 
ficulty when it comes to pro- 
gramming classical music. There 
@re various schools ot thought 
on the matter of ‘ts general 
acceptance. Those, who's musical 
training and environment bring 
them into close contact with 
the works of Mozart, Beethoven, 
Bach, Branms et al ‘firmly 
believe that -the music of the 
masters by virtue of its un- 
questionable . excellence must 
have a wide appeal while those 
whose musical development was 
shaped by Presley, Cash, Rickie 
Nelson and Johnny Ray, hold a 
very different view. 

We believe that in between 
these extremes is to be found 


the music that the average 
listener prefers, this being the 
ordinary and familiar mielodies 


well played. As a 
main musical fare 
this type of music. 

However we do feel that there 
is a need to present the finer 
music so that it. will also 
become familiar and appreciated. 
Here is Mrs, Eleanor Cailes, our 
Librarian, to tell you about our 
efforts so far. 


The Choosing of music for 
programs such as “Light Clas- 
tics’ and “Chamber Music” 
teagan quite a few problems. 

e primary consideration in a 
Radio Station is. that the music 
selected should be attractive 
and entertaining to che uniniti- 
ated listener.

On the Light Classics Pro- 
gram, coming as it does in the 
middle of a Sunday afternoon 
it has been my practice to 
choose modern settings of very 
familiar compositions from the 
pens of the lesser as well as 
the great composers, so long as 
the work is melodic and well 
performed. If there is a reason 
to compliment a_ particular 
group in the community or a 
Special vecasion { am happy to 
use suitable music. it is pri- 
marily Music from all. sources 
which through the test of time 
has earned the right to be called 
“Classic” but not necessarily 
from the “Classical” libraries. 

Chamber music -has its own 
particular problem in that it has 
been composed for small groups 
of musicians playing in more in- 
timate surroundings to limited 
audiences, On. occasion for this 
reason we step outside what is 
generally accepted as Chamber 
Music, ie., ‘trios, quartets, etc., 
and invade the recital field.” 

The alloting of a long enough 
period of time to enable com- 
plete works to be broadcast is 
nearly impossible over the pri- 
vately owned Radio Station and 
nor is, the average listener 
musically trained or conditioned 
to such aesthetic fare. We wish 
it were so. However, dreaming 
will not accomplish this end, 
and we must walk before we 
can run, so for the time being 
may I hope you enjoy with me, 
the. music at 9:15 on Sunday 
evening. 

Having heard from Mrs, 
.Eleanor Cailes I would like to 
conclude this article with the 
hope that someday it will be 
possible to regularly program 
the type of music thdt young 
people learn in the course of 
their regular music lessons. I 
believe that this would. greatly 
help in making the music les- 
sons more enjoyable, more prac- 
ical and ‘less apt to depart 
from - the’ realities of everyday

Municipal 
winter works 
projects approved 


Two further winter works in- 
centive program applications have 
been approved to February 17 
bringing the total number of ap- 
plications to 84. The new approved 
projects are for the Village of La 
Ronge, announced Louis Jacobs, 
deputy minister of municipal. af- 
fairs. . 

The total estimated cost of the 
84 projects is $2,474,603.37. The 
number of men expected to be em- 
ployed is 1,577 and the estimated 
man work days are 71,158, The 
total direct payroll costs are esti- 
mated at $955,047.97. Of this 
amount $882,881.97 is shareable 
under the winter works program. 
The municipalities and the provin- 
cial government will each bear 25 
percent of the cost and the federal 
government the remaining 50 per- 
cent, 


The projects in the Village of 
La Ronge are for clearing brush 
for a recreational site and clearing 
the brush from a street leading to 
a future residential: section, at an 
estimated cost of $3,000.00. These 
projects will employ 45 men for 
420 man work days.
